The states conceded to McKin­ 
ley were California, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Maine, Mary land, Massa­ 
chusetts, 
Michigan, 
Minnesota, 
New 
Hamp shire, 
New Jersey , 
New York, North Dakota, Ohio, 
Pennsy lv ania, Rhode Island, Ver­ 
mont, West Virginia, Wisconsin 
and Wy oming, with a total of 269 
electoral votes. 
Democrats 
claimed 
Alabama, 
Arkansas, Colorado, Florida,Geor­ 
gia, Louisiana, Mississip p i, Mis­ 
souri, Montana, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Tex as, 
Utah and Virginia, with a total of 
139 electoral votes. 
The states claimed as doubtful 
are Id4ho, Kentucky , Nebraska, 
Nev ada, Oregon, South Dakota, 
Washington, with 39 v otes. 
But 
if all these were to giv e Bry an 
their v otes, he would still be de­ 
feated. 
The rep ublicans claim a 
total 
of 28 1 electoral v otes for McKin­ 
ley and concede 166 to Bry an. The 
result up on an official canv ass may 
v ary somewhat, but not enough to 
affect the result. 
McKinley is elected, with more 
electoral v otes than he had in 18 9 6.
